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PLANTS IN ROOMS. ) 

In the crowded city, amid its dust, tur- 
moil and troubles, it is pleasant to find a 
memento of the country in the opening | 
rose and the modestdaisy. When we see 
a pot of flowers adorning the window oi 
the room, hewever humble in appearance | 
the domicil may be, the feeling arises 
spontaneously in the mind that they are | 
fostered by the gentle hand of some one | 
whose tastes are true and tender. A few | 
words on the culture of plants in rooms | 
may be beneficial to many persons at this | 
particular season of the year. They 
should be placed im a situation where 
they can receive an abundance of light 
and air; otherwise they will become 
sickly. 

Planis are frequently injured by inju-| 
dicious watering. Some persons seem to | 
suppose that deluges of water afford a! 
remedy for all the evils to which plants | 
are subject. This isa mistake. ‘True, they | 
require a considerable amount of mois-| 
ture, but pot one-half the quantity which 
is oftentimes applied. Lvening is the 
best time to water them, and in every | 
case, cold water from a cistern or a pump | 
should be avoided. The water should be 
warmed by exposure to the sun, or in! 
some other manner, up to the tempera- | 
ture of the atmosphere, before it is used. 
Many plants are greatly retarded in their | 
growth by cold water being poured upon | 
them. ‘he quantity te be applied varies | 
with the size and nature of the flower ; | 
the ground should be thoroughly moisten- | 
ed, but not soaked. Ifthe leaves should 
become infested with the insects, some | 
tobacco juice, mixed with water and | 

rinkled over them, will soon destroy 
these. The great feature in cultivating | 
plants to promote their health, is that 
which is equally efficacious with human 
beings—cleanliness.— Scientific Ameri- 
can. 
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RAW AND COOKED FOOD. 


The question as to which is the most 
promtable for tesding stork;raw or coaked+ 
tood, still engages the attention of the ag- 
ricultural press. The majority of voices 
are in favor of the cooking process. A 
Kentucky farmer fed raw corn for a giv- 
en time to his hogs—weighing them at 
the time of commencing the experiment, | 
and again when a change was made to 
cooked food. The result was 54 to 174— 
a large balance in favor of cooked food | 
after deducting the expense of preparing 
the latter. Even one-halfof the above 
difference would justify the feeding of the 
cooked material in preference to that in a 
raw state. |

HOW A MAN FREEZES TO DEATH. 


M. Pouchet lately read an interesting 
paper on this subject before the French 
Academy of Science: The adther’s infer- 
ences are as fullows :— 

1—That the first phefiomenon pro- 
duced by cold is a contraction of the ca- 
pillary vessels to such an extent that a 
-clobete of bloo? cannot enter: these ves- 
|sels, therefore, remain cotnpletely emply. 
| 2—The second phenomenon is an al- 
teration of the blood globules, which 
amounts to their complete disorganiza- 
tion. 

3—Every animal completely frowen is 
absofutely dead, and no power cam re-an- 
imate it. 

4— When only a part is frozea, that 
part is destroyed by gangrene. 

5—If the part frozen is not extensive; 
and only a few disorganized blood glolt 
ules pass into ciréulation, the aninval may 
recover. 

6— But if, on the contrary, the frozen 
partis of considerable extent, then thé 
mass of altered globules brought into eiren- 
lation when the part is thawed, rapidly 
kills the animal. 

7—Fot this reason a lalf frozen ani- 
mal may livé a long time if maintained in 
this condition, since the altered globules 
do not get into the cireuiation ; bat it ex- 
| pires rapidly as soon as the frozen part is 
thawed. 

8—In all cases of congelation, death is 
due to the alteration of the blood glob- 
ules, and not to any effect om the mervews 
(system. 

J—lIt results from these facts that the 
less rapidly the frozen part is thawed, 
the more slowly aitered globtles find 
theit way info the cireulation, and the 
greater the chances of the recovery of the 
animal.

the mechanics and other laborors, not 
finding homes in the city, and house lots 
being out of their reach by reason of high 
prices, had bought themselves small par- 
cels of land in the outskirts, where it was 
much cheaper, and had reared thereon, 
neat and comfortable homes.
